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How Great an Overcharge 


A criminal investigation of railroad freight 
overcharges to the Government should be made, 
as a House investigating committee will recom- 
mend to the Department of Justice. 


It is the logical outgrowth of testimony which 
has been presented to the investigating commit- 
tee. According to this testimony, men on leave 
from the railroads represented the Government 
in railroad rate negotiations’ and returned to 
the railroads after the war, some at higher sal- 
aries. Also according to this testimony four 
railroad men—at the time officers of the Armed 
Services but actually speaking for the railroads 
—¢liminated competition for the Government's 
business and determined what the Government 
would pay on a take-it-or-leave-it basis. 

As a result of these one-sided negotiations the 
Justice Department is asking the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to compel the railroads to re- 
fund two Dillion dollars. 

To prevent more of the same from continuing 
to happen into the indefinite future, the Gov- 
ernment should set up its own rate agency, as 
proposed by the Justice Department’s chief of 
transportation, James E. Kilday. That is the 
nub of the whole problem. 

Figuring a rate is a highly complicated pro- 
cedure, Private shippers, if they are the least 
bit smart, have their own experts to determine 
what rate out of many possible rates should 
apply, as a measure of self-protection, The Gov- 
ernment lacks that protection, yet it spent one 
billion dollars a year for freight services during 
the war

OOKING like all other arts 
C and sciences is such a big, in- 

volved and vital business that 
no one can master all there is to 
it. Any one of us, however, can 
learn enough to enjoy it immense- 
ly and to gratify those who con- 
sume what we cook. All of us 
(male as well as female) deserve 
to be taught how to do simple 
cooking at least. 

Parents who fall down in this 
obligation do children an injustice. 
Teaching is best done by those 
who are well informed and who 
are skillful in demonstrating the 
different cooking techniques. But 
no matter how much good teach- 
ing we receive and how well we 
understand, we never become nim- 
ble handed and nimble witted un- 
til we roll up our sleeves and 
pitch in. Once we actually start 
cooking and start to observe our 
own results closely, W& soon see 
where certain of our techniques 
might be tmproved. Then we be- 
gin to make progress because 
every little improvement made in 
our technique is rewarded gener- 
ously with better results. 

For example, little things like 
leaving smears of cake batter on 
the sides of the pan don’t mean 
much to us when we bake our 
first cake. We have to see those 
smears marring the edge of our 
cake when we remove it to con- 
vince ourselves that we need to 
be more careful in such little 
things as putting batter into pans. 

Turning batter into cake pan 
so that it is higher on one side 
than on other turn out cake that 
is lopsided and has not baked 
evenly and no icing will make it 
appear like a perfectly baked cake. 
Meringue spread on cream pies or 
on tortes can’t be applied in a 
uniform layer and brought evenly 
to the edge with bold rhythmic 
swirls of regular depth until so 
many trials have been made. One 
has to get the feeling of co-ordi- 
nating motions with one’s thoughts 
and one’s thoughts have to con- 
tro] the motions before perfection 
in one endeavor is attained. And 
this applies to all other thou- 
sands of cooking processes. 

Sweet Milk Chocolate Cake. 

Two cups cake flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-hal 
teaspoon salt, four tablespoons 
shortening, one and one-half cups 
sugar, two eggs, separated, four 
squares chocolate, one cup milk 
one cup nuts, if desired, one-half 
cup sugar. 

Sift flour, 
three times 


measure and resift 
with baking powder 
and salt. Cream shortening, add 
sugar gradually and cream until 
mixture is light and fluffy. Beat 
egz yolks with a rotary beater, 
add to the creamed mixture and 
continue to beat vigorously until 
mixture is no longer grainy to 
the touch. Add the cooled melted 
chocolate and blend well. Add the 
flour mixture and milk alter- 
nately in three or four portions, 
beginning and ending with flour. 
Beat egg whites until entire con- 
tents are a soft foam, add sugar 
gradually by tablespoons, beating 
after each addition until mixture 
forms soft peaks that bend over 
at top. Add the beaten egg whites 
all at once to the batter and fold 
in until completely blended. Bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degree 
F.) for 35 to 40 minutes or until 
it springs back when touched with 
fingertips. Makes two nine-inch 
layers.

Wash is 
either wahsh; or: wawsh. Washe- 
ington, of course, should be? 
WAHSH-ing-tun;: or: WAWSH- 
ing-tun, Both are now sanctioned 
by good authorities 

Ioma Linda: Please give us 
something on the pronunciation of 
Trieste. On the radio it is pro- 
nounced three different ways.— 
Pa 4 

Answer: The accepted English 
pronunciation is: tree-EST. The 
Italian pronunciation is: “tree 
ESS-tay; but broadcasters who at- 
tempt it usually say “tree-ESS- 
tuh” or tree-ESS tee,” neither of 
which is good usage. Better say: 
tree-EST. 

Ithaca: Please give me a formal] 
word to express the idea that my

Answer: The verb pinion, pro- 
nounced PIN-yun. means, “to cut 
off the flight feathers of one wing 
of a bird so as to prevent flying.”

Answer: The accepted spelling 
is “granary,” pronounced either 
GRA N-er-ee or GRAIN-er-ee, 
Also, the spelling “grainery” has 
long been used in the United 
States, and there is no reason why 
it should be regarded as improper, 
The rronunciation GRAIN-er-ee 
for both spellings widely prevails 
in American usage, and it is sance- 
tioned by good authority.
